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Department Purpose 

The Fayette County Parks and Recreation Department’s purpose is to strengthen the 
community by providing experiences that promote healthy lifestyles, connect family and 
neighbors, encourage lifelong learning and celebrate life. The Department offers 
programs, sports, services, and events that help make Fayette County a quality place to 
live, work, play, and visit. This annual report provides an overview of the 
accomplishments of the Fayette County Parks and Recreation Department for January 1 
through December 31, 2008. 

Mission Statement  
The Mission of the Fayette County Parks and Recreation is to make visible and maintain 
quality park facilities and recreation programs that will meet the needs of our citizens 
regardless of age, sex, race, or national origin, including people with disabilities.  

 
The Fayette County Parks & Recreation Department recognizes the vital role of its 
employees in the delivery of recreation services. To that end, a team approach has been 
implemented that encourages employee involvement in problem solving, program and 
project planning, and training opportunities.  
 
With four parks located in Fayette County, a wide range of activities are offered in each 
location. Residents are never at a loss to find something fun and interesting to do. 
Walking paths and trails in the parks are utilized at all hours of the day from sunrise to 
sunset and tracking of the numbers is not possible unless a staff member is present at all 
times.  

Kiwanis Park 
Kiwanis Park with 45 acres is located in the south of the City of Fayetteville on Redwine 
Road. The park provides 11 baseball fields and is primarily used by the Fayette County 
Baseball Association. In addition to these fields are 4 tennis courts, basketball court, 
playground and picnic pavilion, and an adjacent walking trail to the park. Additional 
activities held in the park are the annual yard sale held twice a year and a movie in the 
park. Sufficient parking is readily available in the front area as well as the back of the 
park. This park contains two indoor facilities (Kiwanis Center and Activities House) 
which are used for various classes and organized programs.  
 

Kiwanis Center  
Activities offered include summer camps, little t-ball camp, dance classes, therapeutic 
activities, pee wee tennis, dog obedience, archery, karate, table tennis, various 
department meetings, and the annual County Employee Luncheon. Programs for the 
intellectually disabled are offered on a continuous basis along with the youth associations 
registration held at various times throughout the year. The Recreation Center is one the 
busiest and most diversely used park buildings in Fayette County.  
 
 



Activities House 
The Activities House has a variety of different programs offered in the community room 
and  the additional room in the basement.  Manager’s meetings, AARP driver safety 
programs, yoga, pilates, watercolor/oil painting classes, senior potluck luncheons, 
babysitting courses, AED/CPR classes, and basketball association registrations. 
Information on each association is provided by staff and a mailbox is set-up for their 
registrations. Special Olympic meetings, program registration, GED courses and the 
offices of the staff complete the remainder of building use.  
 

Kenwood Park 
Kenwood Park with 172 acres is located in the extreme northern portion of the county 
near the Kenwood Community. A portion of this site is restricted in conservation and can 
only be developed for passive recreation to preserve the natural habitat. Phase I of the 
development has been completed and sits on 65 acres. Park amenities include tennis 
courts, basketball courts, multi-use field with a track, sand volleyball courts, picnic 
facilities and walking trails. Phase II and III of development will be completed as 
determined in the Board of Commission approved budget. Department activities 
conducted at the park include tennis classes, basketball programs, sand volleyball, and 
adult soccer.  
 

McCurry Park 
McCurry Park has 130 acres and is focused on active recreation. The park provides the 
community with 12 soccer fields, 7 softball fields, 2 football game fields, 1 practice 
football field, 4 playgrounds, 3 miles of walking/jogging trails, track, ropes climbing 
area, and a multi-use field. The park provides for passive recreation with 7 uncovered and 
4 covered picnic areas and a large group pavilion.  Many sites provide permanent 
barbeque grills. A variety of department activities in the park include disc golf 
tournaments, Public Safety Competitions, movie in the park, as well as being the home of 
the Fayette County Football, Soccer, and Softball Associations. The park hosts a variety 
of tournaments throughout the year as well as activities for various schools.  
 

Brooks Park 
Brooks Park at 17 acres is the smallest park operated by the Fayette County Parks and 
Recreation Department. Centrally located within the Town of Brooks it is home to the 
Brooks Baseball and Softball Associations which primarily use 3 baseball and 2 softball 
fields. The department offered a movie in the park.  In addition to these fields there is a 
playground, picnic shelter, and a newly constructed concession stand and restroom 
facility. The park is easily accessible by foot or bike and has limited parking.  
 

Kelly Park  
This 10.5 acre track of land is undeveloped at this time.  
 
 
 
 
 



 
Staff Responsibilities 

The Parks and Recreation Department is comprised of six full-time positions divided into 
administration, athletics, therapeutics, and programming.  The programmer and 
therapeutic staff plan, organize, and schedule classes, workshops, summer camps, and 
special events. The athletic staff offers classes and leagues for adults and youth 
throughout the year. The receptionist coordinates rentals of recreation facilities such as 
company picnics, family reunions, birthday parties, and sporting events. Registration is 
handled by her as well. All staff assists with rentals and registration when needed.  
Brochures are compiled three times a year in house and staff is responsible for compiling 
information in a timely manner to meet all deadlines. Reports are submitted by all staff to 
assist with providing yearly participation numbers. Staff is responsible for spreading 
awareness of the park system and programs through publications, web site, media 
relations, public speaking, and marketing strategies.

The number of programs offered in 2008 increased by 28, and the percentage of 
programs that actually made was @ 61.31% as opposed to 56.76 % in 2007.  
 
Children’s pottery, therapeutic programs, adult trips, youth volleyball, yoga, driver 
safety, watercolor/oil, and community education programs contributed to the rise in 
participants. The addition of a Lacrosse Camp and a Track Program were also a factor.  
 

Revenue Based Programs 
Revenue based programs increased despite the declining economy and participation 
numbers rose significantly in 2008.

The department requires a 20% net percentage for all programs. This amount was 
exceeded by 4.85%. Participation numbers rose by 1470 from last year which was a 34% 
increase in participation from last year.  

Non-Revenue Based Programs 
Non-revenue programs such as background checks, National Youth Sports Certification, 
Table Tennis, and Special Programs such as Movies in the Park, Senior Luncheon, Train 
Shows, and Special Olympic Competitions are not included in the program numbers.

Participation numbers rose by 1206 participants which is a 36% increase in 
participation from last year. 
 



Adult Leagues 
As with the programs adult leagues have shown an increase as well with participation. A 
20% net percentage for all programs applies for leagues as well. This amount was 
exceeded by 3.94%. Participation numbers rose by 255 which is a 20% increase in 
participation numbers from last year.

Red Hat Membership 
The Red Hat Club is conducted by the Parks and Recreation Department. The purpose of 
this organization is none, only to provide an opportunity for the senior population to wear 
unusual colors and visit different locations around Atlanta for lunch. Registration is 
conducted through the department for $5 each year. Participants are responsible for their 
meals plus a small surcharge for transportation purposes. This program is a great 
promotion for the adult trips, theatre, and activities. Dues of $39 are made each year to 
the National Red Hat Society.

Partnerships 

The Parks and Recreation Department continues to support youth athletics by contracting 
with seven associations. Associations are required to complete a contract each year to 
utilize the sport fields and facilities. They must abide by the terms in the contract, 
organize their program, and provide financial resources to enhance or add amenities to 
the parks. The department assists by preparing and maintaining playing fields during each 
respective sport season and assisting with registrations. Assistance with registration 
consists of providing locations for registration, placing information on cable channel, 
directing calls to association contacts. Complaints are handled by the association with 
assistance provided as needed. Youth Association Board Members consist solely of 
volunteer parents who devote their time and efforts to offer the children in the county an 
opportunity to participate in organized sports. Parks and Recreation staff attends board 
meetings each month to monitor and communicate concerns. The department conducted 
961 background checks for the coaches and board members. National Youth Sports 
Coaching Certification is also offered by our department.
